Students  volunteered  to  save  lives 
in  the  G-Lobby  on  Wednesday, 
October  7,  and  Thursday,  October  8, 
at  the  American  Red  Cross  fall  blood 
drive.  The  American  Red  Cross 
Blood  Services-New  England  Region 
provides  blood  and  blood  products  for 
patients  in  more  than  170  area  hospi- 
tals. 

Interested  in  donating  blood?  At 
the  registration  and  information 
booth,  there  is  a  confidential  health 
history  taken.  A  Red  Cross  staff  per- 
son then  reviews  this  information 
with  the  volunteer  then  measures  the 
amount  of  iron  in  the  blood  by  taking 
a  drop  of  blood  from  the  ear.  The 
pulse  blood  pressure,  and  body  tem- 
perature are  then  taken.  Next,  a  ster- 
ile, non-reusable  needle  is  used  for 
each  donor.  A  slight  pinch  is  felt  only 
when  the  needle  is  inserted.  In  about 


10  minutes,  the 
donation  is  com- 
pleted, and  the  Red 
Cross  has  collected 
almost  another  pint 
of  blood  for  the 
bank.  Snacks  and 
juice  follow;  these 
help  the  body 
adjust  to  the  fluid 
volume  change.

Donor  Center,  spoke  with  students. 
"We  would  like  to  get  more  and  more 
students  at  Fitchburg  State  College 
involved  in  donating  blood  because 
it's  such  an  important  and  worthwhile 
thing  to  do."

pect is  being  tested  to  see  if  it  will 
reveal  a  match  to  someone  on  campus. 
"I  know  that  the  fire  alarms  have 
turned  some  of  you  into  vigilantes", 
said  a  police  officer,  trying  to  discour- 
age such  actions  from  being  taken  by 
the  students.

A  major  life  change,  like 
going  away  to  college,  is 
often  a  factor  contributing  to 
depression. 

After  getting  my  "mac"  and  umbrel- 
la, I  splashed  my  way  through  the  drea- 
ry, gray  Thursday  evening  to  Aubuchon 
Hall,  to  attend  the  National  Depression 
Screening  Day  (NDSD),  in  what  turned 
out  to  be  a  fitting  climate.  NDSD  edu- 
cates tens  of  thousands  of  people  across 
the  country  about  clinical  depression, 
as  well  as  giving  them  an  idea  about 
whether  their  lives  are  affected  by 
depression. 

The  discussions,  which  were  very 
focused,  were  presented  by  the 
CounseUng  Services  here  at  FSC.  They 
gave  some  excellent  insights  on  how  to 
detect  depression,  in  yourself  or  others, 
as  well  as  how  to  get  treatment.  An 
interesting  fact  was  brought  up:  A 
major  life  change,  like  going  away  to 
college,  is  often  a  factor  contributing  to 
depression.  All  college  students,  even 


I 
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the  ones  that  didn't  show  up,  ought  to 
be  aware  of  that  fact. 

Depression,  which  claims  about 
30,000  lives  annually  in  America,  is 
heavily  linked  to  suicide.  It  is  a  huge, 
but  somewhat  detectable  and  pre- 
ventable problem.  The  object  of  NDSD 
is  to  help  people  recognize  the  signs  of 
depression  before  a  rash  action  is  taken. 
In  the  first  part  of  the  meeting  every- 
one filled  out  a  depression  screening 
form,  rating  themselves  on  current  life 
and  mood  patterns,  psychological, 
medical  and  family  history.  A  discus- 
sion, led  by  Donna  Goodwill,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  counseling  staff,  informed

Public  Safety  officers  are  not  aiming 
to  be  tyrants,  according  to  Chief 
McCullough,  they  are  trying  to  get 
people  to  understand  that  the  Quad  is 
an  area  on  campus  where  one  can  sit 
down,  relax,  catch  some  sun,  and  read 
a  book.  Letting  dogs  relieve  them- 
selves on  the  Quad,  and  then  having 
someone  sit  in  that  area  moments 
later,  is  a  cause  for  alarm.  Coming 
into  contact  with  a  dog's  waste  can 
easily  cause  someone  to  get  sick.

VVTien  someone  goes  to 
the  Quad  to  lie  in  the  sun,  they  don't 
want  to  worry  about  getting  a  baseball 
between  the  eyes.  The  Quad  is  more 
of  a  mental  area  as  opposed  to  a  phys- 
ical area, 
meaning .

McKay  and 
other  sport's 
related 
fields. 
Students 
who  go  to 
the  Quad  to 
paint  a  pic- 
ture for  art 
class  are  being  run  over  by  people 
who  are  not  looking  where  they  are 
going  when  chasing  after  a  descending 
Frisbee.  and  that  makes  public  safety 
ner\ous. 

Moreover,  persons  on  skateboards 
and  roller  blades  are  being  asked  to 
leave  the  grounds,  too.  This  also  poses 
a  health  issue  because  people  are 
falling  on  unprotected  knees  and 
elbows,  as  well  as  colliding  into  peo- 
ple walking.  Students  forget  that 
skateboards  and  roller  blades  aren't 
allowed  on  campus. 

McCullough  says,  the  Campus 
Police  are  not  trying  to  rule  the  Quad 
with  an  iron  fist,  they  are  merely  look- 
ing out  for  students  and  faculty,  trying 
to  deter  people  from  being  injured 
from  flying  pigskins  or  a  dog's  little 
accident.

In  the  communications  industry, 
specifically  the  radio  medium,  where 
declining  values  and  a  constant  lower- 
ing of  performance  standards  are  the 
norm,  one  establishment  stands  alone. 
Retaining  a  high  level  of  ethical  quality 
while  constantly  improving,  WXPL,  on 
91.3  FM,  is  Fitchburg  State  College's 
#1  (out  of  1)  radio  station,  and  portrays 
a  rare  attitude  for  its  industry.

Students  clean  Nashua  River

Saturday,  October  3  brought  a  sunny 

day,  and  warm  weather.  Perfect  condi- 
tions for  a  weekend  river  clean-up. 
Students  from  Fitchburg  State  College 
and  Mount  Wachusett  Community 
College  participated  in  a  clean-up, 
sponsored  by  MASSPIRG,  of  the 
Nashua  River  near  Route  2A  in 
Fitchburg.  The  purpose  of  the  clean  up 
was  to  remove  trash  and  debris  in  the 
river,  and  along  the  river  coastline. 

In  1997,  our  rivers  in 
Massachusetts  and  nationally  and  con- 
tinue to  be  in  jeopardy  not  only  from 
existing  pollutants  but  from  people 
treating  rivers  as  landfills.  In 
Massachusetts  68%  of  the  rivers  and 
streams  tested  fail  to  meet  even  mini- 
mum water  quality  standards.  A  river 
failing  to  meet  standards  is  not  safe  for 
recreational  uses  such  as  fishing  or 
swimming.  As  part  of  the  MASSPIRG 
Watch  Watch  project  students  from 
FSC  and  MWCC  helped  clean  up  trash 
along  the  Nashua  River. 
Approximately  19  bags  of  trash  were 
collected  as  well  as  a  huge  pile  of  large 
metal  junk  including  an  engine  block, 
a  home  water  heater,  a  car  door  and 
rusty   pipes.      "I   can't   believe   the 


amount  of  trash  we  found  here.  People 
must  think  this  is  a  trash  dumpster  and 
not  a  river,"  said  Lee  Gadway,  a  Mount 
Wachusett  sophomore  and  coordinator 
of  the  clean  up.  "It's  really  good  to  see 
people  out  here  helping  out  and  actual- 
ly doing  something  to  make  a  differ- 
ence."

Tricky's,  born  in  Bristol,  Europe,  has 
worked  with  many  other  artists  includ-

listener  can  also  hear  the  influence  of 
French  rapper  MC  Solar's. 

In  many  of  the  tracks  the  listener 
gets  the  idea  that  Tricky  hates  the 
world,  and  is  out  to  let  everyone  know. 
(Track  2  &  5)  Depression  is  one  word 
I'd  use  to  describe  a  few  of  the  tracks. 
Yet,  it  is  what  you  expect  from  Tricky. 
Don't  be  tricked  though.  Tricky  is  just 


calling  it  like  he  see's  it.  Track  3  &  4 
best  demonstrate  this  idea.  "Broken 
Homes"  (Track  3)  is  a  theme  song  for  a 
desperate  drug  addict  begging  for 
money  and  "Analyze  Me"  (Track  4) 
illustrates  the  failure  of  our  political 
system  and  family  values.

music.  There  are  artists  like  Tricky, 
that  have  been  out  there  since  the 
beginning,  define  the  genre.

Chemistry,  draws 
upon  several  musical 
genres,  from  cattle- 
calling  bluegrass  to 
the  bizarre  and  some- 
times nonsensical 
compositions  of 
Frank  Zappa. 

This  live-recorded 
compilation  of  songs  features  some- 
thing for  every  music  lover.  The  album 
is  filled  with  overwhelmingly  positive 

energy.    It's   impossible   not   to   get   up 

and  dance  when  you  spin  this  CD. 

The  first  track.  Space  Monkey, 
slides  in  with  a  slick  bass  line  compli- 
ments of  Kyle  Shattuck.  Dave 
Harrington  lays  down  some  surprising- 
ly smooth  vocals,  though  the  words  are 
sometimes  garbled.  John  Beland 

sounds  like  he  lives  on  planet  harmon- 
ica. Beland  has  completely  devoted 
himself  to  art  of  the  harp,  it  seems, 
because  the  energy  and  fervor  he  plays 
with  is  beginning  to  rival  that  of  John 
Popper  of  Blues  Traveler. 


Chop  Away,  a  nine-minute  jubilee 
of  blissful  melodies  and  vibes  features 
a  killer  guitar  solo  provided  by  Mike 
Shutts.  Greg  Secino  lays  down  funky 
beats  not  only  in  this  song,  but 
throughout  the  entire  album.  Listening 
to  this  track,  you  can  just  picture  the 
musician's  faces  beaming  with  joy. 
This  is  by  far  the 
delightful  song  on 
the  album.  If  not 
for  the  whole  mas- 
terpiece of  a  CD, 
pick  this  one  up  for 
the  song.  Chop 
Away. 

For  those  into 
slow  and  melan- 
choly groves.  Make 
It  Right,  is  just  your 
speed.  Lamenting 
on  heartache  and 
loneliness,  this  song 
delves  into  the  darker  emotions,  but 
manages  to  stay  light  and  danceable. 
Mat  Babineau  lends  a  solid  rhythm 
guitar  foundation  for  this  song  and  can 
be  found  ripping  into  creative  solos  on 
the  album  as  well.

Rhapsody  in  Blue.  He  also  composed 
Of  Thee  I  Sing,  the  first  Pulitzer  Prize- 
winning  musical  comedy.  He  also 
wrote  several  well-known  songs  like 
Someone  to  Watch  Over  Me,  They 
Can't  Take  That  Away  From  Me.  and 
Nice  Work  if  You  Can  Get  It,  all  of 
which  were  featured  in  the  perfor- 
mance on  Tuesday.  He  is  known 
worldwide  as  The  American 
Composer.  This  year  is  the  100-year 
anniversary  of  his  birth. 

Le  Trio  introduced  their  program 
with  a  Porgy  and  Bess  arrangement; 
there  were  several  songs  in  the  med- 
ley, from  Bess  You  is  My  Woman  Now 
to  /  Got  Plenty  O'  Nuttin'.  In  the  next 
selection.  But  Not  for  Me,  images  of 
swing  were  evoked  with  the  unison 
cello  and  piano  riffs.  Audience  mem- 
bers who  closed  their  eyes  during  Oh, 
Ladies  Be  Good,  could  imagine  Ella 
Fitzgerald  singing  along. 

The  audience  was  also  given  a  sur- 
prise performance  of  An  American  in 
Paris.  This  piece  reflected  an 
American's  first  experience  in  France: 
the  cabarets,  the  Eiffel  Tower,  lunch 
on  a  sidewalk  cafe.  Nice  Work  If  You 
Can  Get  It  showcased  each  of  the 
three  players'  instruments  and  talents 
before  ending  in  a  goosebump-raising 
piano  cadenza  and  full,  rhythmic 
finale. 

The  highpoint  of  the  evening, 
though,  was  the  presentation  of 
"Rhapsody  in  Blue,"  Gershwin's  most

famous  composition.  Street  related  the 
story  of  its  creation:  George  Gershwin 
found  out  while  playing  pool  in  1924 
that  he  was  to  give  a  concert  in  30 
days,  then  right  away,  he  set  to  work. 
Gershwin  claimed  that  the  main  theme 
of  the  piece  was  influenced  by  a  train 
ride.  Le  Trio  played  the  Rhapsody,  and 
received  a  standing  ovation. 

Street  explained  that  the  group  is 
sometimes  challenged  to  maintain  the 
integrity  of  the  music  when  transcrib- 
ing it  for  a  three-instrument  perfor- 
mance. He  went  on  to  emphasize  that 
some  are  arrangements  that  slightly 
differ  from  the  original  orchestrations, 
while  others  are  exact  transcriptions. 
They  lend  a  unique,  3-instrument  flair 
to  music  originally  written  with  jazz 
bands  and  orchestras  in  mind,  leading 
one  to  rethink  Gershwin  all  together. 

Le  Trio  members  were  available 
after  the  concert  for  questions  and 
comments,  happy  to  share  their  love  of 
Gershwin  and  affinity  for  music.  "I 
started  my  music  with  jazz  and  rock- 
and-roll,"  Jazzman  Charvet  com- 
ments, "and  it  is  so  easy  to  love 
Gershwin.  Not  only  is  he  classical,  but 
he  is  also  jazz."  Roux  was  seen  giving 
a  young  audience  very  enthusiastic 
encouragement  to  pursue  her  musical 
interests,  as  well  as  an  autograph; 
Charvet  showed  several  people  his 
custom-designed  5-string  cello.  When 
asked  how  he,  a  Parisian  in  America, 
felt  to  be  here,  Jazzman  replied  that  he 
was  very  glad  to  be  visiting  America, 
Gershwin's  home.

may  help  several  patients;  it  may  be 
used  as  "whole  blood"  or  for  it's  com- 
ponents: red  blood  cells,  platelet,  and 
plasma. 

Larson  appreciates  we  helped  the 
donation  team's  goal  of  50  donations 
per  day.  Students  pass  up  the  oppor- 
tunity to  help  because  of  misconcep- 
tions that  they  may  have  about  giving 
blood  Common  fears  are  that  needles 
may  not  be  sterile,  that  the  process  is 
painful,  and  that  one  might  faint. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use  of  a 
new,  sterile  needle  to  avoid  the  spread 
of  blood  borne  diseases  like  AIDS 
hepatitis.  As  for  the  pain  factor, 
Larson  admits  that  there  is  a  pinch  of 
discomfort,  but  relaxing  can  alleviate 
this.  Rouleau  comments  that  "it's  no 
big  deal  at  all  once  you  gt  up  on  the 
table."  Fainting,  too,  happens  rarely, 
and  can  be  avoided  by  planning  in 
advance,  eating  a  full  meal  about  four

the  participants  about  the  differences 
between  clinical  depression  and  the 
"blues."  Donna  also  talked  about  the 
symptoms  and  causes  of  depression, 
and  gave  some  statistics  about  people 
who  suffer  versus  those  who  get  treat- 
ment. 

Next,  Dr.  Robert  Murray,  director  of 
Counseling  Services,  discussed  mod- 
ern treatment  options,  from  medica- 
tions, to  psychotherapy/counseling,  to 
group  therapy,  even  to  electric  convul- 
sive therapy,  or  ETC,  which  sounds 
scarier  than  it  really  is.  It  has  suppos- 
edly been  improved  and  refined  in  the 
past  few  years  and  is  still  only  used 
when  all  else  fails. 

The  final  part  of  the  NDSD  was  a  5- 
minute  individual  screening  interview 
with  a  member  of  the  counsehng  staff. 
At  the  interview.  Dr.  Murray  looked

meet  with  someone  in  counseling 
Services,  which  is  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  Hammond  Building. 

Research  states  that  most  people 
with  suicidal  thoughts  are  not  in  treat- 
ment, and  most  who  do  get  treatment 
usually  find  that  their  suicidal  thoughts 
disappear.  This  is  a  hopeful  thought. 
and  an  important  one  for  those  entering 
college  to  keep  in  mind.  If  anyone 
knows  someone  who  they  believe  is 
depressed,  or  simply  wants  to  find  out 
more  about  the  illness,  the  Counseling 
Services  at  Fitchburg  would  be  happy 
to  talk.

Falcons  soar  over  Buccaneers  and  Rams

Stepping  up  to  the  challenge,  the 
Fitchburg  State  football  squad  pulled 
themselves  out  of  the  hole  they  had  dug 
themselves  into  this  season  with  two 
consecutive  victories,  upping  their 
record  to  3-3.  The  second  win  of  the 
season  came  with  last  Saturday's  victo- 
ry over  the  Mass.  Maritime  Buccaneers. 
It  didn't  come  easy,  as  the  offense 
struggled  to  move  the  ball  all  afternoon. 
The  Falcons  were  down  by  three  the 
whole  game  until  D'Andra  Freeman 
plunged  into  the  endzone  with  :36  sec- 
onds left  in  regulation  to  defeat  the 
Bucs  7-3.  Freeman  led  his  team  in  total 
offense  with  1 1 7  yards  and  a  touch- 
down. 

The  game  started  out  in  favor  of  the 
Bucs,  as  they  orchestrated  a  50  yard 
drive  on  their  second  possession  of  the 
game.  Although  the  drive  was  stopped 
short  of  the  endzone,  they  put  them- 
selves on  the  board  first,  with  a  23  yard 
field  goal  to  end  the  first  quarter.  On  the 
Biics'   third  possession  of  the  game. 


they  were  pushing  deep  into  Falcon  ter- 
ritory, but  the  defense  stepped  up  and 
stopped  them  on  a  very  important  4th 
down  play.  Linebacker  Jason  Smith  led 
his  defense  thru  example,  with  8  tackles 
and  2  sacks. 

This  game  had  more  laundry  on  the 
field  than  I've  ever  seen.  Twenty  three 
penalties  in  all  were  called  for  the 
game.  This,  along  with  poor  weather 
conditions,  slowed  down  both  team 
offenses  all  afternoon. 

Charging  down  the  field  at  the  end 
of  the  second  quarter,  the  Falcons  were 
inside  the  Bucs  redzone,  but  with  :40 
seconds  left.  Quarterback  Ryan 
McCarthy  threw  his  second  intercep- 
tion of  the  game  to  stop  the  drive  short. 

Setting  the  tone  at  the  start  of  the  sec- 
ond half.  Greg  McClintock  faked  a  punt 
on  fourth  and  long  and  ran  for  a  first 
down.  McCarthy  threw  a  couple  of  key 
receptions  which  put  the  ball  on  the 
Bucs  24  yard  line.  After  three  unsuc- 
cessful plays,  McClintock  lined  up  for  a 
field  goal.  Trying  to  make  something 
happen  on  a  bad  snap  to  his  holder. 


McClintock  picked  up  the  ball  and 
threw  a  nice  pass  into  the  endzone,  but 
it  went  in-and-out  of  the  hands  of  Steve 
Maze  for  an  incomplete. 

Great  defense  allowed  FSC  to 
remain  in  the  game.  On  the  Falcons 
ninth  and  final  drive,  they  cruised  85 
yards  down  the  field  in  17  plays  for  the 
winning  score.  On  a  fake  reverse, 
McClintock  completed  a  sweet  pass  to 
Tanner  Grove  to  put  the  ball  on  the 
Bucs  41.  On  a  4th  and  6.  McCarthy 
completed  a  key  reception  to  Louis 
Rodriquez  to  keep  the  drive  alive.  On  a 
halfback  toss-pass.  Freeman  completed 
a  12  yd.  screen  pass  to  QB  Ryan 
McCarthy  (8/19  for  73  yards  passing 
and  2  Int.).  On  third  down  the  Bucs 
were  called  for  pass  interference,  which 
put  the  ball  on  the  4  yd.  line.  The  fol- 
lowing play.  Freeman  plunged  in  for  the 
game  winning  touchdown. 

Coming  off  this  victory,  FSC  trav- 
eled to  the  unfriendly  grounds  of 
Framingham  State.  The  Falcons  played 
with  class  and  style  in  a  28-25  victory 
over  the  Framingham  Rams.  As  was  the 
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case  last  week.  FSC  scored  a  TD  with 
:37  seconds  left  in  the  game. 
Quarterback  Ryan  McCarthy  threw  a 
brilliant  30  yd.  pass  to  Louis  Rodriquez 
for  the  game  winning  score.  This  was 
McCarthy's  best  outing  all  season: 
16/38  for  231  yds.  1  Int.  and  1  TD. 

This  game  started  out  like  a  clone  of 
last  weeks  game,  the  Rams  scored  on 
their  first  drive  of  the  game.  On  the 
very  first  play  from  scrimmage, 
Framingham "s  runningback  broke  free 
for  an  85  yard  TD  run.  The  extra  point 
was  no  good,  and  they  led  6-0. 

With  the  game  going  back  and  fourth 
for  the  rest  of  the  quarter,  a  big  play  was 
bound  to  happen.  The  Rams  downed  a 
deep  punt  on  the  Falcon  1  yd.  line.
